After being suggested in the city’s 
master plan report, it was taken 
under study by the planning com- 
mission and a resulting tentative 
ordinance was formulated. This 
was rejected by the city council. 

The matter is now back before 
the planning commission, being 
further revised, and will be sub- 
mitted again before the city coun- 
cil before it is passed.
